SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Busty Sexplosiv 6 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is classified as objectionable because the male and female subjects of 
the photographs are degraded, dehumanised and demeaned. The magazine contains 
close-up and extreme close-up depictions of male and female genitalia. Two extreme 
close-up depictions of a woman's labia splayed to the extent that the vaginal passage 
is clearly visible. Some text and photographs present the woman as an orifice whose 
worth is dependent on the number of objects that can penetrate her at any one time. 
The degree to which the depictions are degrading, dehumanising and demeaning is 
sufficiently significant to impact on the magazine as a whole. 

The Classification Office has balanced the right to freedom of expression against the 
manner, extent and degree of the degrading and dehumanising photographs within the 
magazine. The Classification Office has given significant weighting to the issues 
considered under s3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, 
and to section s3(3)(c) in particular. It is considered that the limitation of si 4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 given by the classification is reasonable and 
demonstrably justified. 
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
